Jennifer  and  Randy  - 1 am  the  Region  8 attorney  for  the  Upper  Animas  Mining  District  Site 
whieh  is  around  Silverton  in  the  San  Juan  Mountains.  The  Superfund  Technical  folks  led  by 
Paula  Sehmittdiel,  Liz  Fagan,  and  Dan  Wall  are  investigating  releases  of  hazardous  substances  at 
this  Site  and  its  impaet  on  human  health  and  the  environment.  Superfund  requires  EPA  to  notify 
federal,  state  and  tribal  natural  resouree  trustees  of  potential  damage  to  natural  resources  from 
the  releases  that  EPA  is  investigating.  Thus,  see  the  attached  draft  notification  letters,  which  we 
plan  to  send  to  the  Ute  Indian  Tribe,  Southern  Ute  Indian  Tribe  and  the  Ute  Mountain  Ute  Tribe 
in  the  near  future.
